Each one 
of these fires destroys more timber than all the 
settlers of the country use and waste in a year. 
4 that regulations for the use of timber by 
settlers which are quite proper in the prairie 
sections are simply an unnessary burden in 
this district, irksome to the people and of no 
advantage tothe government or the country. 
What is required in this part of the country 
is some efficient means of preventing or quench- 
ing these prairie fires during the seasons in 
which they occur. What has been done in 

this line in the way of legislation and enforce- 

ment has been very good as far as it went but 
it has never gone far enough to do much good, 

even in the settled parts of the country, and in 

the unsettled districts, where timber is most 
abundant and valuable, nothing whatever has 
been done, and losses of millions of dollars 

worth of merchantable timber have occurred 

within the past ten years without the slightest 

effort at prevention or cure. Now that the 

department has instituted an enquiry into the 

timber question in the prairie sections it would 
be a good plan to institute a parallel enquiry in 
the timbered districts of Edmonton and Prince 

Albert looking not so much to head off the 

solitary settler from taking the wood which he 

requires for his own use, as to find means and 

take measures for preventing the wholesale 

destruction of timber which is caused every 

year by fires, and which threaten to turn 

regions now covered with valuable timber into 

open prairies in a few years.

To rur Epitor oF THE BULLBTIN. 


Sin:—In your issue of the 20th instant there appeared 
a commudication from acorrespondentsigning himself J.F. 
K.; and finding that no one has, so far, commented upon 
or replied to it I would ask 3 ou kindly to insert a word or 
two from me. 

J. F. K's. effusion presents itself as bubbling over with 
patronizing conceit and self-complacency, and evident- 
ly emanates from the pen of some ‘‘Tenderfoot,” who has 
not taken the trouble to properly acquaint himself with 
his subjects but calmly sets down wrapped in the cloak 
of his own benighted ignorance and issues forth valuable 
instructions for our information and guidance. 

The suggestion that the centre points of sections should 
be located by a surveyor and adjacent settlers forced to 
pay ashare of the survey whether they wish the work 
dove or not savors somewhat of coercion; at the same
